AND 42,000 HOUSES DESTROYED 


By an Earthquake in the In- 
terior of Japan. 


Death of General Alvin Hovey, 
Governor of Indiana. 


Frightfal Loss ef Lite and De- 
struction of Property by Karth- 
quakes in the Orient.

Yoxouama, Nov. 9.—A severe and 
prolonged earthquake shock occurred 
on October 28th, a few minutes before 
7 o'clock in the morning. It was the 
most severe experienced since the ter- 
rible catastrophe of 1855 and must be 
ranked ae « tational calamity. 

The greatest damage to buildings 
and loss of lif@ oecurred in the prefec- 
tures of Achii ‘aod Gifee, in which 
nearly 4,000 people were killed out- 
right and 4,000, seriously woundéd. 
In these two prefectures 42,000 houses 
were totally destroyed. 

The provinces throughout which 
the disturbances were strongly felt 
puinber thirty-one, The center seems 
to have been in Mino and Owari, and 
even as far south as Higo and Riku- 
In the North the disturbance 
was sensibly felt. 

The destruction of 40,000 houses 
means 200,000 people have been ren- 
dered homeless. 

Up to November 5th the earth- 
quakes still continued to be felt, but 
the intervals between them gradually 
increased and the intens of the 
shocks diminished. 

From the commencement of the 
distarbance up to that date itis esti- 
mated that there were 66,000 shocks, 
or more than one for every two min 
utes. 

Thé town of Gifu, on the Tokaido 
Railway, witha population of 15,000, 
was almost entirely destroyed. Thirty- 
five hundred out of a total ‘of-'forty- 
four hundred houses in the town wére 
overthrown or burned, and 747 people 
were killed.

Alvin R. Hovey, Governor of Indiaoa, 
died this afternoon at 1:20. He died 
of heart failare, About three weeks 
ago Goveraor Hovey started on @ 
pleasure trip through the: west and 
Mexico. When the trip was about 
half completed he was taken suddenly 
ill and bad to return home. Goveroor 
Hovey was bora in Posey county, near 
Mt. Vernon, Ind.,in 1821. He served 
one term ia Congress and was elected 
Governor ja 1886. Governr Hovey 
was twice married. His first wife 
died in 1862. His second wife is the 
daughter of the late Caleb B. Smith, 
Secretary of the Interior under Presi- 
dent Linggin, and she died 4 ‘ 
two weeks after her marriage, in New 


ork city while en route to Pere, to 


which country General"Hovey was ap* 
pointed Minister. When the war 
hroke out he enlisted as Colonel of the 
Z4te Indiana. He was commissioned 
Brigadier General for gallantry at 
Shiloh, and be won his Major Gen- 
eralship at Champion Hills. At the 
close of the war he was Military Gov- 
ernor of Indiana, and upon him de- 
volved the responsibility of the cele- 
brated treasury trials, in which Milli- 
gan, Bowles and Humpbrey were con- 
victed, later to be pardoned by Presi- 
dent Lincoln, Two children survive 
the Governor.

Jamestown (N. Y.), Nov. 23.—A 
fire broke out in the kitchen of the 
Old Homestead Hotel, a three-story 
brick structure, at an early bour this 
morning and the whole building was 
soon in a blaze. There are rumors 
that several persons were burned to 
death. As the fire was driven back 
the firemen penetrated into the struc- 
ture, and as they reached the second 
story they found at the foot of! the 
stairs leading to the floor above the 
horribly burned body of Maggie Wil- 
son, @ waitress. Mrs. Buchanan, the 
pastry cook, With’ Ker little son, and 
Mrs. Marsh, the dishwasher, were 
found dead in the room above, having 
been suffocated. Several other in- 
mates escaped from the hotel in their 
night clothes, not having time to 

ress. The financial loss was very 
small.

The next 
heard from the capital was a dispatch 
froth Baltimore telling of a waterspontt 
and loss of life. The storm is evi- 
dently advancing north and communi- 
cation with Baltimore is cut off. 

PrrrspurG, Nov. 23.—A storm of 
great violence swept over this city 
this morning, doing great damage and 
injuring several persons, one, it is 
thought, fatally. From all parts of 
Pittsburg and Allegheny come reports 
of damage by storm. Houses were 
blown down or uproofed, trees and 
signs broken down and telegraph 
poles torn up and wires broken. In 
the west end a building in course of

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The Traffic Association. 

The San Francisco Argonaut 
save of the Traffic Association: 
The great commercial problem 
of the present age is the problem 
of trausportation. Interchange of 
products and commodities has be- 
come so general, aud even uni- 
versal, that ways and means of 
transportation occupy very much 
of the attention of the entire busi- 
ness worli. There is no kind of 
business or oceupa.ion into which 
thie question does not enter, and 
ite influence is none the less potent 
because it is often subtle or even 
occult. Nocitizen of any country 
in the civilized world is satisfied 
with only those things which are 
about and around him. He must 
and will have the products of other 
places as well. It is this which has 
built railroads and esta\lished 
lines of stemships on every sea and 
ocean. 

Recognizing the extent and im- 
portance of this problem of trans- 
portation, it is necessary that the 
people of an outlying State like 
California shonid seek its solution 
carcfully and intelligently. It is 
the height of folly to say or trink 
that because there isa line «f rail- 
road across the continent, with its 
terminus in this city, the answer is 
found, and that ali we need do is 
to sit with folded hands and take 
what we can get from a corpora- 
tion whose motto is “All the traffic 
will bear.” Whether it be practi- 
cable or not to aid a competing 
line of railway, our resources are 
not exhausted, and never can be, so 
loig as the great ocvan highway is 
open to usin common with all the 
peoples and nations of the world. 

Some weeks ago, a gentleman of 
this city prepared and bad pub- 
lished a careful table, showing the 
exact cost of a line of freight 
steamers between this city and 
New York, by the Straits of Ma- 
gelian, and the profits which might 
reasonably be expected to accrue 
from sach :n undertaking. This 
estimate did not receive the public 
consideration which it deserved, 
partly because the Traffic Associa- 
tion was not fully organized; and 
partly because the merchants of 
this city have been carefully edu- 
cated in the belief that water trans- 
portation was a relic of barbarism, 
and that railroads were the only 
thing worth thinking of. Now 
that the Traffic Association is or- 
ganized, we think the time is a 
fitting one for calling attention to 
the scheme referred to, the author 
of which is Stewart Menzies, of 
this city. 

Mr. Menzies’ plan’ embraces a 
line of steamers of 4,000 tons each 
carrying c’pacity, which can be 
built in Philadelphia for $220,000 
each, of iron, with steel decks, and 
to have an average speed of ten 
knots an hour. The expenses of a 
round trip, including every possi- 
ble charge down to the smallest 
item, would be $52,454, and this es- 
timate is rather above the actual 
cost than beiow it. The rate of 
freight Mr. Menzies places at $10 
per ton, as against an average of 
$15, which sailing veesels get, and 
$50 for heavy shipments by rail, 
which is less than the railroad will 
often consent to. On this basis, a 
cargo of 4,000 tons each way would 
pay a profit to the ship of $27,446 
a round trip. 

As to the elements of time and 
distance, a careful calculation. 
shows that from New York to San 
Francisco, via the Straits of Ma- 
gellan, the distance is 13,600 miles. 
On thie basis the line of steamers 
proposed would make the v-yage 
between the two places in fifty-
